Nothing so rests the 
mind of a busy man or woman, aft­ 
er the labors of the day, than to be 
able to spend a few evening hours 
in the garden. Try it for your tired 
nerves and see what a pleasant di­ 
version you will find it to be. 
Transplanting of any kind is best 
done on a cloudy day or in the ev­ 
ening, but can be done successfully 
at any time, with a little care. 
About an hour before soak well the 
flat or box of plants. If your bed 
or garden is not well fertilized and 
pulverized see that a very little fer­ 
tilizer ot some kind is worked well 
into the spot where your plant is to 
be set. Lift out carefully and put 
into the hole waiting for it, water 
it well, then pull the dry soil around 
it so evaporation will not take plac 
so quickly. 
If you have a fine. 
healthy plant it will keep right or 
growing. 
It is not necessary t* 
have a hot house to grew your own 
plants, it you have an east or south 
window. A cigar box is fine to plan 
your seeds in, covering with chops 
cloth to hold the moisture. Aft©* 
the fourth or “True’’ leaf appear? 
they can be transplanter! to a larger 
box or pot, until time to set then 
out side.

LILAC CULTURE 
Lilacs are extremely hardy and 
will thrive anywhere apples xvii 
grow. Plant in a sunny, well drain­ 
ed location. 
They can he planted either in 
spring or fall. As they sprout un­ 
usually early in the spring, plant 
March first to not later than Apri 
fifteenth. 
Fall 
planting 
should 
start after frosts cause dormant* 
and may be continued until th 
ground freezes. 
If fall planted a 
strawy mulch should be appliet 
after the ground freezes, as a pre 
cautionary measure against fros? 
heaving, and to avoid frost gird 
ling of hark at ground surface. 
For best results lilacs should b 
planted 8 feet apart to allow foi 
natural spread and proper cultiva 
tion. Dig a hoi * 3 feet in diameter 
and the same depth, and fill hack 
with rich top soil and tramp firmly 
until the hush, with roots properly 
spread in hole, will stand with 
crown about 2 inches below groun 
level. Work soil in carefully around 
the roots until the hole is h of full 
tramp down solidly and pour in ; 
pail of water. After this has soak 
ed away finish filling hole to slight 
ly above ground level with loos 
soil, but do not tamp. 
The use of any fertilizer at plant 
ing is not good practice. A ha! 
inch layer of hydrated lime, ap 
plied to the feeding 
area yearly 
will maintain a sweet soil conditio 
which is ideal. Keep ground we! 
cultivated and apply an applicator 
of well rotted manure every thre< 
years. Cultivate often hut not deep 
as the roots grow close to the to; 
of the ground. When they grow sc 
tall pruning is necessary. 
Do no 
give them a “boyish boh” but cu 
the old wood back to the ground 
leaving the greener shoots to carry 
on the blooming. 
As soon as possible after the 
blooms fad? remove all flower stem 
just below the lowest flower, bein* 
very careful not to clit the old wood 
for in the fork between the tv. t 
sprays of bloom, is forming you 
bloom for next year. If seeds ar 
allowed to form, it lowers the vital 
ity of the bush. 
The Josikaea, with the narro\ 
waxy leaves, are never good fo 
picking for they wilt quickly. An* 
of the Vulgaris variety, with th 
wide, dull leaves, will keep we! 
after picking so are ideal for bou 
quets.

Memorial Day 
Well Observed 
At Arlington 


With a colorful parade, appropri­ 
ate 
services 
and 
decoration 
of 
graves. Arlington Heights paid hon­ 
or to its soldier dead last Satur­ 
day. Headed by the colors of the 
various organizations and the com­ 
manders of the two veteran organ­ 
izations who sponsored the observ­ 
ance, the newly organized band, ex- 
service men and school 
children 
formed at the municipal 
building 
and marched to Memorial park. 
A Wilcox of the V. F. Wr. opened 
the services with a reading of Gen­ 
eral Logan’s general orders which 
established Memorial Day. 
Rev. Whipple, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, as an introduc­ 
tion, delivered Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
address and gave a review of the 
memorial days of the past, going 
back into the orient. He compared 
modern memorial days with the 
other holidays, such as Christmas, 
New Years, National birthdays, 
Thanksgiving, etc., and declared 
that it had become the most widely 
acc pted and observed of all holi­ 
days—and fittingly so. 
The speaker told of the period 
when Memorial Day was establish­ 
ed by Gen. John A. Logan and its 
observance for over sixty years. He 
cautioned his hearers of the danger 
of making Memorial Day a mere 
gesture without counting the real 
cause and purpose of its establish­ 
ment. 
The program closed with a salute 
by a firing squad composed of mem­ 
bers of the Legion and V. F. W., 
followed by the sounding of taps. 
Autos and trucks transported the 
children and their elders to

cemeteries where, in addition to th 3 
decorating of the graves, the two 
veteran organizations held memor­ 
ial services over the graves of their 
respective comrades.
